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Greetings from Historical Asia 


We look forward to welcome you to an extraordinary auction, where we can present a 
diverse selection of art and antiques from Asia. The origins of the many lots are found 
in countries as diverse as China, India, Mongolia, Korea, Tibet, Nepal and Sri Lanka, and 
collectively they span a time period from the 2nd to the 19th century. What these splendid 
works have in common is their mutual historical and art historical value, which reminds us 
of the continent’s rich cultural past and will undoubtedly attract dedicated collectors from 
all over the world. 


The auction’s works of art mainly come from three Danish private collections, and among 
the highlights are two Buddhist gilt bronze figures from 15th-16th century Tibet - one 
represents the deity Padmasambhava and the other Manjushri. These figures come from a 
prominent Danish collection together with a large number of the other art objects at the 
auction. Up through the 1960s and 1970s, this impressive collection of primarily religious 
figures was established with a great eye for quality. The art objects were bought at our 
auctions in Copenhagen and from the most respected antique dealer in Denmark at the 
time, Lau Sunde, who was known for his in-depth knowledge of ethnographic antiquities as 
well as brokering sales of Asian cultural objects. Because Bruun Rasmussen Auctioneers 
have now become part of Bonhams' global network of auction houses, we collaborate 
and share knowledge with specialist across the world and sell and promote the art where 
it makes the most sense for our customers. Therefore, these two religious figures will be 
sold at a Bonhams auction in Hong Kong on 30 November this year. The other objects from 
this collection will be up for auction in Bruun Rasmussen's saleroom in Copenhagen (cat. 
no. 37-44). 


John Marsing (1918-98) was also a Danish collector of Asian art, and several of the lots at 
the auction come from his collection. This includes, among other items, a gilt bronze figure 
from 8th-9th century Korea, depicting the Buddha with his right hand raised in the com- 
forting gesture of abhayamudra, not to mention Chinese porcelain marvels in the shape 
of two dragon plates from the Qianlong dynasty. Marsing was an enterprising man, who 
at the age of 20 had established his pharmaceutical company Marsing & Co. The company 
expanded during the mid-20th century and had branches all over Europe, Canada and 
Korea. Alongside his work as a businessman, Marsing was interested in Asian culture and 
created a large collection of art from places such as the Himalayas, Korea and China, as is 
evident in the selection from his collection at this auction. Marsing bought the objects in 
Asia and from antique dealers in Denmark as well as auction houses around Europe. Several 
of the works of art on offer are mentioned and depicted in the monumental publication 
"Indo-Tibetan Bronzes”, which was written by one of the world's leading specialists in 
Buddhist art, Ulrich von Schroeder (cat. no. 45-89). 


From the third Danish private collection, we auction off a number of Indian and Pakistani 
antiquities from the 3rd-4th century AD. They all have Buddhist motifs, originate from the 
Gandhara kingdom and were bought by the Danish collector in 1960s Pakistan (e.g. cat. 
no. 31, 34 and 35).

From the Collection of John Marsing (1918-1998) 


Lots 45 to 89 come from the collection of John Marsing (1918-1998). John Marsing 
was only 20 when he established his company Marsing & Co. in the chemical and 
pharmaceutical industry. Over the next 30 years, the company expanded from two 
to 300 employees and became an international company with branches in Europe, 
Canada and Korea. Even so, Marsing found time to establish a large collection of 
mainly Himalayan art focusing on figures of quality. Most of them remained outside 
the public eye, but lots 71, 83 and 88 were catalogued by Ulrich von Schroeder in his 
monumental publication from 1981 entitled “Indo Tibetan Bronzes”.

BIDDING 


The currency used while the auctions take place is Danish 
kroner. The approximate amount in euro/US dollars is 
shown on screens in the saleroom and also on request. 


The auctioneer determines the size of the bid increment 
and the pace of the auction. Bid increments usually rise by 
5% - 10% compared to the previous bid. Approximately 
50-100 auction lots are sold per hour. 


The hammer price refers both to the gavel used by the 
auctioneer that signifies the end of a bidding round on an 
item and to the price (bidding amount) that the item up 
for auction is sold for.

OVERDUE PAYMENTS 


If payment is made after a deadline, including the deadline 
specified in paragraph 8, interest on overdue payments will 
be charged and estimated in accordance with the Danish 
Central Bank’s official lending rate + 8% per year on the 
amount due. 


If the purchase price, including interest, has still not been 
paid ten days after the demand for payment has been 
made, BRK is entitled to seek the purchase price paid by 
making a set-off against the deposit/by drawing on the 
bank guarantee or to cancel the purchase.

If the buyer wishes 
to export an item that is subject to an export ban in Den- 
mark, the purchase will be cancelled and the Danish Cultural 
Assets Commission is obliged to acquire ownership of the 
item for the price obtained at auction.

A: Items that are included in the Washington Conven- 
tion, CITES, Appendix 1, can only be traded when a 
dispensation in the form of a CITES certificate has been 
obtained. BRK obtains the required certificate from the 
Danish Nature Agency that allows trade and export 
to countries within the EU. Items that were produced 
before 1947 can, however, be freely traded within the 
EU without a certificate. 


B: It is only items included in the Washington Convention, 
CITES, Appendix 1 that are marked individually on 
bruun-rasmussen.dk and in our catalogue. Items inclu- 
ded in the Washington Convention, CITES, Appendix 2, 
which can be freely sold and transported within the EU, 
are not individually marked. 


C: Export to countries outside the EU must, regardless 
of the year of the item's production, always procure a 
CITES re-export permit from the Danish Nature Agency 
if the item is included in the Washington Convention, 
Appendix 1 and 2. This export permit can usually be 
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obtained without problems, if the item is either sold 
with a CITES certificate or was made prior to 1947. 
Appendix 2 items usually also receive a re-export per- 
mit without problems. Any fees charged by the Danish 
authorities in connection with the issuance of a re- 
export permit will be added to the buyer's invoice. 

D: In connection with export to other countries outside 
the EU, special rules may apply concerning the sub- 
sequent import, and the buyer is encouraged to consult 
the relevant local authorities about this issue.

The lack of conformity rules of the Danish Sale of Goods 
Act may apply. Below is a non-exhaustive excerpt of the 
buyer's remedies in regard to lack of conformity. 


The buyer is entitled to cancel a purchase if the description 
contained significant errors that have led to a higher hammer 
price than a correct description would have resulted in. In 
such cases, the total purchase price will be refunded. The 
buyer cannot demand payment of interest on the purchase 
price or demand payment of any other expenses or losses. 


A purchase cannot be cancelled and the buyer cannot 
demand a refund of the purchase price or raise any other 
claims against BRK if the description of the item is in 
compliance with paragraph 15.2. The same applies if 
evidence of forgery has required the use of scientific 
methods that were either not available at the time of sale, 
were excessively costly to use or led to the damage of the 
item in question. 


Claims for a cancellation of a purchase must be notified to 
BRK when the buyer has discovered the fact that entitles 
the buyer to cancel the purchase. This notice, however, has 
to be given no later than two years after the final pick-up 
date according to paragraph 12.4.
